That Dickens wrote from a full 
knowledge of the life he depicts no one

The extravagance and broad comedy 
of Thackeray's early work appear less 
and less in his later writings. In his 
novels he follows the footsteps of Field- 
ing. He wrote with “the eye on the 
object,” and he reproduced life with 
wonderful accuracy. He had the rare 
power of making his characters alive; 
we seem to see them before us almost 
in the flesh. He sympathizes with 
them, he laughs at their weaknesses 
and foibles and holds up to our ridicule 
their snobbishness and folly. Yet he is 
ever perfectly sane; he seldom carica- 
tures, he never ridicules life. His hu- 
mor is subtle and delicate; his pathos 
is sincere and telling. 

Thackeray has followed faithfully his 
own prescription for humor. “The 
humorous writer,”’ he says, “besides

The reader of his novels, especially of 
“Pendennis” and “Vanity Fair,” can- 
not miss it. 

Between Dickens and Thackeray as 
humorists, there can be no compari- 
son. Lowell, our sanest and most dis- 
cerning critic, has summed the matter 
up briefly: “Thackeray, in his more 
elaborate works, always paints char- 
acter, and Dickens single peculiarities. 
Thackeray's personages are all men, 
those of Dickens personified oddities. 
The one is an artist, the other is a cari- 
caturist.” 

Thackeray is the last great figure 
among the British humorists; he is the 
only writer in the latter half century 
worthy to stand with Shakespeare, 
Steele, Fielding, Goldsmith and Lamb 
as . humorist in the widest sense of the 
word.
